Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Annual  Report  for  1969  has  been  compiled  in  accordance 
with  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  1/76. 

The  mid-1969  population  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  to  be  13,500,  a  decrease  of  40  compared  with  1968. 

The  number  of  live  births  was  207,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  15.3 
per  thousand  of  population.  This  birth  rate  can  be  compared  with 
the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  by  multiplying 
the  local  birth  rate  by  a  factor  known  as  the  comparability  factor 
which  for  this  district  in  1969  was  1.02.  The  adjusted  birth  rate 
was  15.6  compared  with  16.3  for  England  and  Wales.  Further 
details  will  be  found  on  page  4. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  145  giving  an  adjusted  death  rate 
of  12.7  (comparability  factor  1.19)  compared  with  11.9  for  England 
and  Wales.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  excluding 
hypertensive  disease  accounted  for  88  or  60.9%  of  all  deaths 
during  the  year,  while  malignant  diseases  accounted  for  24  deaths 
or  16'  of  the  total. 

The  number  of  confirmed  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  was  14, 
of  these  measles  accounted  for  6  cases,  Scarlet  Fever  3  and 
Whooping  Cough  2.  There  was  also  one  case  of  Infectious  Jaundice, 
a  male  aged  13  years.  Other  members  of  the  family  did  not 
develop  any  symptoms.  One  case  of  Food  Poisoning,  a  male  aged 
3  years  was  admitted  to  Bucknall  Hospital  where  the  infection 
was  found  to  be  due  to  Salmonella  virchow. 

The  number  of  notifiable  diseases  in  the  district  has  dimin¬ 
ished  considerably,  and  as  a  result  of  the  introduction  of  vaccina¬ 
tion  against  measles,  this  illness  will  soon  be  a  very  rare  disease. 
Parents  are  strongly  advised  to  have  their  children  immunised  or 
vaccinated  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  smallpox 
and  measles.  Only  in  this  way  can  these  diseases  be  prevented  in 
our  community. 

Although  not  a  notifiable  disease  a  local  family  doctor  drew 
my  attention  to  a  case  of  Brucellosis  in  a  male  aged  21  years. 
Almost  certainly  this  was  contracted  by  drinking  raw  milk  on  the 
farm  where  he  lived.  No  milk  was  retailed  to  the  public  without 
first  being  heat  treated  so  that  apart  from  explaining  the  dangers 
of  drinking  raw  milk  to  the  family  concerned,  no  further  action 
was  necessary. 

Milk  sampling  in  the  Leek  Rural  District  is  carried  out 
regularly  by  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  and  tested  for 
Brucellosis  and  Tuberculosis.  No  milk  was  found  to  be  infected 
by  Tuberculosis  but  in  six  samples  biological  tests  revealed 
Brucellosis.  Five  of  these  related  to  milk  produced  outside  the 


Leek  Rural  District  Area  but  retailed  within  the  district  Appro¬ 
priate  action  was  taken  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  the 
neighbouring  Authority  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  the  milk  for 
human  consumption  before  heat  treatment.  The  remaining  sample 
was  obtained  from  a  farm  which  had  only  one  customer  and  alter¬ 
native  arrangements  were  agreed  for  this  consumer  following  my 
visit  to  the  farm.  Further  details  of  milk  sampling  will  be  found 
on  page  14. 

Eight  three-bedi oomed  houses  and  four  one-bedroom  bunga¬ 
lows  were  completed  in  the  village  of  Longnor  during  the  year. 
These  were  built  primarily  to  re-house  the  families  living  in 
unsatisfactory  accommodation.  One  hundred  and  eighty  three 
houses  are  owned  by  the  Council  and  the  main  difficulty  in 
increasing  this  number  is  the  problem  of  finding  suitable  sites. 

The  smooth  running  of  the  Refuse  collection  service  was 
marred  by  strike  action  by  the  employees  in  September  prompted 
by  strikes  elsewhere  in  the  country  and  by  excessive  absenteeism 
due  to  the  influenza  outbreak  at  the  end  of  the  year  which 
extended  into  1970.  The  former  was  resolved  by  terms  agreed 
with  the  employees  which  provided  for  a  cash  bonus  incentive  for 
maintaining  the  rounds  on  a  day  schedule  basis.  The  influenza 
outbreak,  occuring  as  it  did  after  the  Christmas  holiday  period 
had  a  most  crippling  effect  on  the  service,  halt  of  the  workmen 
being  absent.  In  order  to  aleviate  the  situation  plastic  sacks  were 
made  available  to  householders. 

Work  proceeded  satisfactorily  on  the  construction  of  the  new 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Endon  as  did  the  sewering  of  Bagnall 
and  Stanley.  A  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Rudyard  was  prepared 
and  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

The  district  is  supplied  with  mains  water  by  the  Staffordshire 
Potteries  Water  Board  and  particulars  relating  to  the  supply  may 
be  found  on  page  10. 

In  presenting  this  report  it  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the 
help  I  have  received  from  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  and  co-operation  of  other  departments  of  the 
Council.  I  appreciate,  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  your  interest  and  support  during  the  year.

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All  waters  leaving  the  Treatment  Plant  at  Hulme  End  and 
in  supply  were  100%  free  from  E.  Coli  I  organisms  and,  therefore, 
of  high  bacterial  purity,  suitable  for  domestic  purposes.  Chemical 
treatment,  including  chlorination,  maintains  this  high  standard. 
The  water  is  moderately  soft,  of  high  organic  quality  and  contains 
only  a  slight  trace  of  iron  and  manganese. 

Owing  to  the  widespread  and  relatively  sparsely  populated 
distribution  area,  some  difficulty  is  experienced  with  discoloured 
water  due  to  iron  from  the  mains  at  “dead  ends”  in  the  system. 
A  sampling  rota  for  the  area  is  in  force  thereby  enabling  these 
“dead  ends”  to  be  flushed  as  necessary.

Basically,  the  upper  limit  of 
Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  was  raised  from  £400  to  £1,000 
whilst  the  Standard  Grant  limit  was  raised  from  £155  to  £200  with 
an  upper  limit  of  £450  for  extended  Grants  (i.e.  where  it  was 
necessary  to  provide  septic  tank  drainage,  where  piped  water 
was  brought  into  the  house  for  the  first  time,  or  when  it  was 
necessary,  through  lack  of  available  room,  to  build  on  a  bathroom 
extension).
